Report shows food basket 
price jumps $30 in January 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Spurred 
by a second straight month of rising 
farm prices, the cost of a typical 
family food grocery basket jumped 
$30. or 18 per cent, in January to a 
record annual rate of $1,680, a 
government report showed today 
The increase pushed the figure 
past the previous record of $1.653 set 
last August when the cost increased 
by $27. or 1.6 per cent 
The January figure of $1,680 was 
$305, or 22 per cent, above a year 
earlier 
Further 
increases 
are 
probably in store. 
Government economists predicted 
recently that food prices for the 
in n .ia rv .M a rrh m ia rtp r will average 


about 5 per cent above the last 
quarter of 1973, and that prices for 
1974 as a whole may average 12 pei 
cent or more above last year 
January’s

reached $1,697 if middlemen had not 
cushioned some of the shock for

The retail price of the market 
basket went up for the third straight

Leach stresses conservatism in city campaign 


(Editors Note: This is the seventh in a series of 
articles».

A conservative in what he terms a conservative city. 
Edwin Leach promises to reform city zoning and bring 
larger tourist potential to Lompoc if elected to the Lompoc 
City Council March 5 
Other goals he’s set include steering the city away from 
federal subsidy programs with strings attached and 
opening the way for light industrial development 
A base air conditioning mechanic with Lockheed Missiles 
and Space Company, Leach, a six-year resident of Lompoc, 
s.nd he would limit development on the valley's west end 
while also freeing industries from burdening government 
requirements. 
The thing I hear most about,’’ he said, "is how the 
zoning has changed back and forth. A lot of people are 
prettv perturbed about how the zoning has changed 
“ Lompoc itself,” the candidate added, "is built on prime 
agricultural land and they’re spreading out and ruining 
more of it 1 think that the development, if we re going to 
enlarge, should go on the (unfarmablei hillsides and away 
from the western part of the valley ’’ Sewer drainage and 
foundation fill requirements for developments in the west 
valley, 
he 
added, 
also 
make 
development 
there 
unreasonable. 
I^ach would, he said, seek to soften beautification 
requirements on developers if elected. As an example of an 
unreasonable such requirement he referred to the reported 
plight of a friend who was not permitted by the city to turn 
on the lights at his business until he had landscaped his 
premises. 
“ I didn’t particularly like the idea of the city not turning 
his power on until he had a certain number of a certain type 
of trees planted," the candidate said T think that was the 
beautification group .. Another thing that amazed me was 
that originally he wanted to plant two Flowering Magnolias 
and the city horticulturist or whatever he is - I don’t 
know if they have that office - told him no, they wouldn t 
grow here . He had a nursery business come in and plant 
exactly what they told him. The day they came out to 
inspect it they said, Well, you’ve got to get those two trees 
out of there and put Flowering Magnolias in. And poor 
Charlie just had a fit. 1 believe one of the things I would try 
to do would be to get that statute or regulation or ordinance 
or whatever it is that they’re operating on, out,” Leach 
said. 
City growth is inevitable, the candidate added, and he 
said he would favor for Lompoc light industries such as 
Santa Maria’s Columbia Record plant. 


" I ’m not a no growther, but I think the growth should be 
planned and controlled,” Leach, 44, framed. "You can t go 
on having children and not grow That’s unreasonable 
Some of the same people who say we want to stop growth 
and have no more, they’re still having a child every three or 
four years. And you can’t increase the population without 
growing unless you tell every high school graduate to leave 
the city ” 
Leach said that he wasn’t familiar with the Lompoc 
Economic Development Association (LEDA) but that a 
lot of places, you go to your tourist centers and you see 
pamphlets for San Francisco and pamphlets for San Diego, 
but never anything for Lompoc I thought that would be 
part of their realm of responsibility.” 
But Leach added, there shouldn’t be another gas station 
constructed here for the next 20 years. 
Tourism, he said, would be ideal as a Lompoc alternative 
because it would bring in revenue and not result in large 
city service expenditures. We really have no recreational 
facilities for tourists now, he added, and, to correct this, 
Leach said he would work toward redeveloping Ocean 
County Park and gaining recreational access to areas on 
Vandenberg Air Force Base. 
“ I like Lompoc I really don’t have an axe to grind, the 
candidate responded when asked why he is running for 
council. "Well, I believe that Lompoc is basically a 
conservative city. I think that most of the old-timers are 
conservatives,” he added, ".. Most of my friends are 
average people, if they’ll admit to being average. I’m a 
conservative. . .” Leach said that he feels that he's 
probably the most conservative of the 10 council candidates 
and looks for support from this group 
A trap shooter and water-skier by avocation, the 
candidate lives at 123 North M St. with his wife, Nioma 
June. They have three children, Larry, 27, Susan, 19 and 
Carolyn, 17. 
Their cottage-like home opens into a cork-walled living 
room interior with simulated brass wall hangings. Leach's 
easy chair is close to a fire place sunk in a wall of white on 
black stone-like facade work he has installed himself 
Leach lists the Lompoc Sportsmens Association and Elks 
Lodge 2274 as his local memberships and is a boating 
enthusiast. 
Never a political candidate or office holder before, the 14- 
year Lockheed employe said he’d spent $59 on his council 
campaign and had indefinite plans to "spend a little more.” 
He said he has refused campaign contributions. He does not 
anticipate a conflict of interest problem with his work if 
elected to the city panel. 
Leach said that the city "seems to be pretty well 
organized" and that he would not run an angry campaign A 
councilman, he said, is "practically a volunteer." "I just 
don’t think that you have those kinds of decisions (to justify 
a bitter campaign.) You have a city attorney and a city 
administrator and that’s their job You’re there (as a 
councilman) to ratify what comes across their desks and 
make suggestions. But legally, I’d say the city attorney 
runs the city. You have certain guidelines set down by 
statute and you either do it that way or you’re in trouble ’’ 
Perhaps Leach’s two greatest pet peeves are big brother 
government and costly studies by out-of-town companies, 
as his views of the downtown revitalization effort 
illustrate: 
"Well, I haven’t seen too much of i t ... if it’s kept local 
money and designed to meet local needs, I ’m all for it. But I 
don’t want the federal government coming in here and 
laying down all kinds of rules and telling (us) ‘you have to 
do this and you have to do that.’ And I also don’t believe in 
an extremely expensive study plan by some outside group 
of consultants like Santa Maria’s been doing for years, and 
they’re still right back where they started. For the amount 
of money they’ve spent on just the studies, they could have 
rebuilt Santa Maria twice.” 
The candidate acknowledges a need for environmental 
awareness in planning but thinks some of the concerns of 
environmental impact reports carry things too far. 
" I had the occasion to read a few questions on these 
environmental impact reports that a friend of mine showed 
me and to me it was just about the most ridiculous thing 
I ’ve ever read. . I just couldn’t believe that anything could 
be so complicated that was actually so simple.” 
In the area of openness in city government, the candidate 
said that the recent public negotiations between the council 
and representatives of city hall employes weren’t helped 
along by the fact that they were held in a public forum 
An audience in this case, he said, doesn’t help because, "I 
didn’t hear any profound statements from anyone in the 
audience that would have swayed me on one way or the 
other...” 
A plain talker who believes he speaks to a foundation of 
conservatism in Lompoc, Edwin Leach will gauge the 
voters’ reaction on March 5, when he’ll ask them for four 
years on the City Council.

H all 
Auditorium, 
election 
headquarters, an electronic 
vote counter manufactured 
by Carlisle Graphics Co., a 
division of Litton Industries, 
will consume the computer 
ballots in what's advertised 
as record time 
The March 5 consolidated 
election, including rental of 
the 
counting 
machine, 
guidance on how to use it 
and 
card 
printing 
and 
personnel costs, will come 
to at least $4,500, Lompoc 
City Clerk Wilma Thomas 
estimates.

electronic system saves on 
personnel costs over hand 
counting.

Despairing, hilarious AHC play

“ A Thousand 
Clowns” , 
which opened last week at 
Allan Hancock College, is 
almost 
as despairing 
to 
watch as it is hilarious. 
M u r r a y 
(p la y e d 
outstandingly by Michael 
Winters) must make one of 
life’s Big Decisions. 
He must decide if he 
should start making false 
apologies, saying yes when 
he 
means 
no, 
worrying 
about the future. 
Some 
people 
never 
confront this decision. They 
grow up eager to be fathers, 
husbands, mothers, wives, 
employes, employers — to 
fill roles honored as adult 
status and making it in life. 
Then there are a few 
people like Murray, though 
they 
don't 
all 
act 
like 
Murray. He is imaginative, 
cynical, 
non-conforming, 
profound and insanely witty. 
As one character put it, 
Murray is not a person, he is 
an experience. “ I like that. 
I ’ll 
have 
to 
write 
that 
down,” he replies, pleased. 
The plot is that Murray, 
five months after quitting 
his job as a writer for a TV 
children show, is about to 
lose his overly bright and 
"middle aged” 11-year-old 
nephew. The welfare board

A terrarium differs from other 
planters in that it is an enclosed, 
covered miniature garden 
Plants 
with a need for high humidity are 
planted in a bottle, or other clean 
or lightly-tinted glass container with 
a 
cover. 
By 
using 
a 
covered 
container, you form a miniature 
“ rain forest” that will not need to be 
watered for several months at a 
time. 
Pictured above, Mrs. Richard FT 
Johnson shows the procedure for 
“ building” a terrarium garden. 
The first item that will go in your 
clean, sterilized container is a layer 
of gravel for drainage, followed by a 
layer of activated charcoal. The 
charcoal will keep the soil structure 
sweet. You may follow the charcoal 
with a layer of sphagnum moss, if 
you desire — this will keep the soil 
from sifting down into the drainage 
area. Now, the sterilized potting soil 
is added — approximately 21* inches 
deep in an 11 inch container. The 
planting base now in the container 
should take up about one-quarter of 
the depth of your bottle or jar 
Group the plants you have chosen 
outside of the container in a pleasing 
arrangement 
before 
you 
start 
planting This will give you an idea 
of how the finished product will 
look. 
(Your nurseryman will be 
happy to give you assistance in 
choosing 
the 
plants 
for 
your 
terrarium). You may wish to make 
a sm all mound or slope in your 
“ landscape” to give a more natural 
look to your rain forest. Do not 
overcrowd the plants; even though 
they 
look small when they are 
planted, 
they 
will 
grow 
No 
fertilizer is added, although the 
potting soil has som e nutrients, so 
the plants will grow slowly. Some of 
the plants may need slight pruning 
to fit your landscape plan. 
When the planting is completed, 
finishing touches may be added. 
Bark chips or small gravel are 
commonly used to cover the exposed 
soil, with perhaps a tiny woodland 
animal peeking out from under one 
of the plants Keep any accent piece 
in scale. 
The final step in completing your 
“ garden” is the addition of water. 
Start 
with 
one-quarter 
cup 
of 
distilled or non-softened tap water 
(room 
tem perature). 
Let 
the 
terrarium sit for a day, and if the 
inside walls are lightly misted, you 
don’t have to add any more water 
for the time being. Be cautious in 
adding ihe water — the best way to 
add it is to use a spray mister — for 
the largest plant mortality rate is 
due to too much water, rather than 
too little.

swimming 
pool with dressing rooms, 
rotary rifle range, ten troop 
campsites, water system, 
campfire bowl and other 
improvements. 
Scouting 
started 
some 
years before World War 1 in 
Santa Barbara County but it 
was not until October 1919 
that a Council was officially 
organized 
with 
the 
assistance of the Santa 
Barbara Rotary Club. 
The name Santa Barbara 
Council 
was 
selected 
because jurisdiction of the 
Council was limited to Santa 
Barbara.

headquarters was located at 
eight different addresses. 
Late 
in 
1962, 
arrangements were made to 
sell the adobe to the Santa 
Barbara Trust for Hisotric 
Preservation. 
Council 
headquarters are presently 
located at 4000 Modoc Rd., 
Santa 
Barbara. 
Local 
headquarters are in the 
Lompoc Theater Building.

A big break for Pardee 


Pete Rose 
a holdout

WASHINGTON 


(NEA) — Jack Pardee has never been one to shun a 
challenge. In fact, he attracts adversity the way an open fill­ 
ing station invites a traffic jam. His point ot attack has al­ 
ways been a reflection of an inbred Iowa stubborness and an 
acquired Texas gall. He learned early in his childhood how 
to pare a mountainous obstacle to prairie level; no challenge 
has ever licked him. 
He means to make a success of the new World Football 
League, having just become the head coach of the Washing- 
ton-Baltimore franchise. Right now, with the new league 
nothing more than a name, it seems the ultimate challenge. 
"I know 1 11 have to be lucky, Jack admitted with a short, 
wry laugh. “So far all we have is me and six players we 
drafted. And the players aren’t even signed yet.” But he 
didn’t sound worried. 
Pardee will be allowed a free and facile hand on owner 
Joe Wheeler's checkbook when he goes after his draft 
choices. And it money doesn't talk, then reputation con­ 
vinces. Pardee’s unblemished reputation, both as a player 
and as a coach, should allow him ample choice in tilling out 
his roster. Football players are always attracted to winners. 
Which is what Jack Pardee has always been, rising the 
hard way from six-man football in Christoval, Tex., to captain 
of the Texas A & M team under Bear Bryant. He graduated 
All-American and an honor student, but he was still rising. 
The Rams drafted him; he was a started in two years. 
In April, 1%4, Jack Pardee entered UCLA Medical Center 
for cancer surgery to remove a malignant melanoma from 
his right upper arm. At that time, survival rate was less than 
50 per cent. The surgery and subsequent treatment were 
radical and Jack Pardee knew he was face to face with the 
challenge of his life. He told his wife Phyllis that no matter 
what, he couldn't live with fear; he couldn't live with ‘be 
careful's'. And so, less than five months after the surgery, 
Pardee reported to training camp and played football that 
fall. 
Performing a notch or so under his par, Jack was benched 
mid-season by coach Harland Svare, a coaching decision 
that shocked the league. Pardee, down a notch, was still bet­ 
ter than most other linebackers at full strength. Jack’s 
demotion was so talked about that it became a part of the 
NFL vocabulary. Years later, Svare - by then head coach of 
the Giants - informed another veteran linebacker that he 
would remain on injured reserve despite his full recovery. 
“ What are you trying to do,” the irate player ranted at Svare. 
“ Pull a Jack Pardee on me?' 
Pardee’s career took an upward swing when George Allen 
arrived on the L A. scene to teach winning football to the rest 


of the Rams. The first trade Allen swung after setting up 
housekeeping in Washington was for Pardee and his defense. 
Pardee captained the defense, called the plays, and finally, 
coached. He has learned from George Allen but he will offer 
the coaching profession a new set of principles. He is confi­ 
dent he will succeed.

So confident, in fact, that recently when Jack Pardee, a 
devout Catholic, was offered a medal of St. Jude as a gift, he 
refused it politely. St. Jude, you see, is the patron saint of 
miracles. And while Jack Pardee has known a miracle or 
two in his lifetime, he doesn’t think his success in coaching 
falls into the range of the impossible. 
If you ask me, with Jack Pardee as head coach, the W FL 
already may have found its much needed miracle.

Rock fishing still excellent. Some lucky anglers who 
bagged a limit of salmon took a run up to Pecho Rock and 
rounded the day off with some lings and cabezones 
Port San Luis Sportsfishing is running a salmon boat and 
a bottom-fishing boat daily The “ A B C ," operated by 
John Wilson, has been going out on weekends, and is open 
for charter or fishing as a party boat if enough reservations 
are in Hank Adams is again operating out of Harbor 
Associates. Reservations are a must here and can be made 
at the dock 
We note lots of activity around Harbor Associates 
facility. Looks like they are extending the building and 
putting in a stock of commercial tackle and gear, with the 
office to be moved upstairs. So far no word on delivery of 
the skiff’s arrival With the construction of the new jetty 
and gantry crane for lifting large boats out for repair, the 
whole area is taking on a completely new aspect of 
prosperity and marine activity. 
The loss of kelp beds in parts of Southern California have 
been a serious concern to the DFG, but it looks like they 
have the problem solved The once-extensive kelp beds oil 
Palos Verdes practically disappeared several years ago 
due to pollution and warm water Spores from transplanted 
kelp have produced natural kelp beds again, according to 
state biologists. The pollution and thermal problems have 
been solved, and to further the scheme, more than 3.000 
fully grown kelp plants, weighing about 30 pounds each, 
have been brought in and planted by the DFG Progress has 
been slow Winter storms have torn up kelp plants, and both 
natural and mature plants have been subject to grazing by 
herbivorous opaleye perch and sea urchins 
Later larger plants will be introduced, using surplus navy 
chain to anchor the plants, held by nylon line and allowed to 
float free. Under natural conditions the kelp roots will 
attach itself to the bottom, usually on rock Giant kelp is 
the fastest growing plant known, often increasing as much 
as 18 inches in a day! 
Kelp is important as a commercial product, but more 
significantly to the angler as a home for sport fish 
Abalone, lobsters, and scallops are associated with kelp 
beds

fuel, the DFG has been forced to make major cutbacks in

Take a look at the North- 
South hands only. You are 
playing a three notrump con­ 
tract. West opens the queen of 
hearts and continues the 
jack. East overtakes with the 
king and cashes the ace and 
another heart. Then he leads 
a small spade. 
You have lost four tricks 
and are looking at eight sure 
winners — four clubs, three 
diamonds and a spade. 
You can collect your ninth 
trick by means of a successful 
spade finesse or if diamonds 
break 3-3. If you know any­ 
thing about probable suit 
breaks you know that a suit 
breaks 3-3 just under 36% of 
the time. You also know that 
a finesse is a 50-50 proposi­ 
tion. 
Therefore, your first 
thought is to take the finesse. 
Now look at the East-West 
hands. The spade finesse 
works and the diamond suit 
fails to break. 
In spite of all this the cor­ 
rect play is to refuse the 
spade finesse. Then you cash 
all your clubs. East has to 
make two discards. The first 
is a cinch He chucks his last 
low spade. The second is dif­ 
ferent. He can’t throw the 
king of spades and must 
chuck a diamond, whereupon 
you make four diamond 
tricks and your contract. 
Why was this last play cor­ 
rect? Because you had two 
chances. The diamond break 
or the king of spades in the 
same hand as the long dia­ 
monds.

of this system now allows a full completion 
of the system with the revenue sharing 
funds granted in last Friday’s meeting.

We are also gladdened over the priority 
established for a community center, 
formerly called a senior citizens facility.

He begms 
by saying that he 
takes 
“ exception”

brations.” I don’t 
know 
what 
that 
means, hut cannot 
assume it matters. 
He says it is fortunate I do not 
represent the people of the First 
District 
of 
Massachusetts. 
“ Otherwise” <he means 
if so” ) 
“ they would have frozen or moved 
out long ago under the sponsorship 
of the oil import quota program.” I 
am not sure what he mijans by that, 
except perhaps to suggest I have 
favored oil import quotas which I 
have always opposed 
“ If you have a reasonable solution 
for alleviating the plight of the 
thousands of New England families 
on fixed incomes who suddenly, 
within the space of three months, 
have to find some way to pay $500 
more for heat this winter, I would be 
pleased to hear if. m >)•'• meantime, 
you 
cannot 
expect 
me 
to 
complacently 
watch 
corporate 
greed sap the economic vigor of my 
constituency.” 
And he concludes, “ Allow me to 
return the ad hominem. In the light 
of the egregiously excessive profits 
reported his week by Exxon and the 
other corporate fiefdoms, tell me, 
how did the Buckley oil barons fare 
in 1973.” 
Well. I) Since fuel oil in Boston 
has risen an average of 25 per cent, 
a family forced to pay an extra $500 
is already paying $2,000. Anyone 
paying $2,000 for his winter supply of 
fuel is living on a fixed income I 
worry about not at all. Since the fuel 
bill of the average family represents 


approximately 2 per cent of its 
income — and that is for an entire 
year, not just for the winter — then 
the family paying $2,000 for fuel is 
earning about $100,000 per year. 
2) The profit of the oil companies 
on fuel is approximately two cents 
per 
gallon. 
The 
tax 
by 
the 
government on fuel is, depending on 
where you live, somewhere between 
eight and 12 cents per gallon. So that 
in answer to Mr. Conte — excuse 
me, to Silvio — is: if you want to 
help these people, get off their backs 
- lower their taxes. 
3) Silvio refers to the crisis that 
took place “ within the space of 
three months.” The crisis that took 
place within the space of three 
months was a political crisis. 
Political 
crises 
are 
made 
by 
politicians, not businessmen. If Mr. 
Conte is displeased with the crisis in 
the Middle East, let him by all 
means do something about it. But to 
blame American oil producers for it 
is, well, a politician’s diversion. 
Like worrying about the plight of 
someone living on fixed income 
after voting for inflationary budgets 
year after year. 


4) The principal reason for the 
rise in oil company profits in 1973 
compared to 1972 is that they were 
too low in 1972 for the health of the 
industry. And that was because of 
the silly and dangerous wage and 
price controls implemented by Mr. 
Nixon pursuant to authority given to 
him by Congress and voted for by 
Silvio.

'IT'S THE OIL ON MY FEET . . .'

To my surprise I received a letter 
last week from Aurelio Bulosan, 
brother of writer Carlos Bulosan. 
Recently, I wrote a piece here on 
Carlos’ book “ America Is In The 
Heart.” A “ personal history,” the 
book carried a chapter describing 
Lompoc unfavorably in the 1930s. 
Mr. 
Bulosan, 
who 
lives 
in 
Lompoc, wrote: 
“ It is needless for me to tell you 
that America Is In The Heart’ is an 
autobiographical novel of my late 
brother, Carlos Bulosan. The events 
and circumstances surrounding his 
formative years as a writer were 
not fictions. As a serious writer, 
Carlos was embittered by racial and 
economic prejudices in the earlv 
1930s. 
“ I am surprised to know that you 
have contrary feelings for a writer 
like Carlos. I would like you to know 
that my brother and I have nothing 
but affection and pride for all 
writers no matter where they came. 
When my brother mentioned in his 
book something to indict ‘Tiger, 
Mexican or China Towns,’ he did it 
because he wanted the economic 
and social maladies corrected not 
only in Lompoc but also all Tiger 
Towns and Mexican towns throught 
the United States.” 


He says more, but I want to 
comment at his point. I think my 
column and the 1943 review that 
appeared in the Lompoc Record 
(mentioned in the column) directly 
or indirectly played down Carlos 
Bulosan’s 
book 
as 
credible, 
especially on the Lompoc chapter. 
For example I wrote, “ I closed 
the book and felt an imaginative boy 
had just recounted his experiences 
that last time he ran away from 
home, partly true, partly false, 
always lurid.” 
To be fair, I must admit I wasn’t 
even breathing 40 years ago when 
Carlos 
Bulosan, 
a 
Filipino 
immigrant, was hopping from town 
to town, field crop to field crop in 
California. Every word in his book 
may be fact. Certainly, racial and 
economic prejudices did exist then 
(as they still do today.) 
But. after reading parts of the 
book, 1 felt some passages were on 
the unbelievable level. Still that 
doesn’t negate their credibility. 
Mr Bulosan continues: “ There is 
no need for you as an American 
writer to feel that my brother is 
inferior to anyone because of his 
national origin, or that your books 
(if you have any) are better than 
his; neither should you feel that you

Government has always been 
troubled by public input on the 
affairs that come before official 
bodies. Some agencies almost dread 
the buffeting and the exchange that 
comes their way from the public, 
while others seem to thrive on it. 
In the case of the 
Fourth Supervisor­ 
ial District Advi­ 
sory Committee for 
the Comprehensive 
Plan (new name for 
the 
old 
General 
Plan 
designation) 
the 
problem 
has 
been how do you get 
some public input, 
any input. 
These concerns were voiced one 
night last week when about 15 
committee members sat around a 
huge table in the county building and 
stared across at an audience that 
consisted mainly of me and a couple 
of other persons. There was Dr. 
Milton Duncan, but he’s a county 
planning commissioner and not, 
strictly speaking a member of the 
public. 


How do you get the public 
interested in such things as county 
planning? 
Whatever it is, the effort wasn’t 
successful 
for the committee’s 
program. 
Committee 
chairman 
Hugh Young told the members that 
he had publicized the meeting 
through the Record and the Santa 
Barbara News Press and through all 
three local radio stations. 
Carl 
Kraemer, 
county 
staff 
planner, said they might have got a 
good turnout if they had put a phony 
advertisement in the newspaper 
saying the committee was going to 
halt all growth, or the opposite 
declaration. Kraemer emphasized 
that he was only joking. 
All of that may have been a factor 
in expressions by some members 
that they should seek a list of local 
planning goals directly from the 
people instead of delegating the task 
of 
compiling 
the 
list 
to 
a 
subcommittee. 


Readers may recall that Young 
named William Fick, Harley Craig, 
Sheldon J. Lustig, A1 Autry and 
himself to do the bulk of the job. 
Young never intended that all the 
input on the question should come 
from the subcommittee. He told the 
members that everyone would be 
given 
the 
opportunity 
of 
contributing. 
Nevertheless it was good to hear 
one member suggest taking the

Young 
also was wounded by the criticism 
heard in some circles that there was 
anything partisan in the efforts of 
the committee. In his view the 
committee was doing its best to 
project the planning of the Valley 
for the common good of all people. 
After last week’s poor turnout, it’s 
obvious that some special work will 
be necessary to bring out the public. 
The success of such an effort may 
very well 
hinge on just how 
representative the committee is. 
Young and others believe it is 
satisfactory, but at least one person 
suggested that there were only three 
women on the committee and was 
that enough? 


are educated because you went to 
college, nor should you think that 
Carlos was ignorant because he 
lacked formal education.” 
I 
found 
this 
accusation 
perplexing; I know race or formal 
education doesn't necessarily make 
for brilliant writers, or even good 
ones 
Brother Aurelio adds, “ He was just 
a writer who tried to know more 
about his art and to use it in the 
struggle for a better society and a 
more enlightened mankind.” 
That 
was 
Carlos 
Bulosan’s 
purpose for writing? Well, I like 
that. Writing to expose real life 
situations and conditions to better 
the human experience (rather like 
journalism). 
Of course, a writer must be 
careful to record accurately what he 
sees and goes through, keeping 
away 
from 
overwhelming 
generalizations. 
Possibly, Bulosan’s critics find his 
book difficult to digest because they 
were lucky enough never to have 
been 
the 
object 
of 
cutting 
prejudices; they can’t picture them 
as real in life. 
Mr. Bulosan finishes with an 
affecting 
statement 
about 
his 
brother: 
“ He believed he was not a good 
writer but he tried his best to strive 
toward a certain form of perfection , 
that was a perfection of thought and 
style. Like serious writers, he 
believed that content and form are 
inseparable 
elements 
of 
good 
artistic creation; one generates the 
other but both are generated by a 
noble 
theme 
of 
universal 
significance. My brother did not 
believe that art is alien to life; it is a 
crystalized 
reflection 
of 
life 
deepened or heightened by our 
individual 
perceptions 
and 
sensibilities. ’
